THK HLVEB PART* OJT NKVADA. 


The Sifwr ATmjr/U publishes the plat- 


form adopted by the Silver Party Con- 
vention in thlB city and commends the 
patriotic sentiments therein expressed 
not only to the voters of Nevada but to 
the voters ot the entire country. It 
•ays: 


"The oiganization of the Silver 


party In Nevada blazed tbo way for the 
overthrow of the power of the gold 
combination in American politics. It 
was an open revolt against the perfidy 
of the Republican party in dealing 
with the question of bimetallism, and 
the stalwart sons of Nevada had already 
discounted Cleveland as the tool of 
the gold combination. They plainly 
recognized that the triumph of the 
gold combination could only be pre- 
vented by a withdrawal from all parties 
that had fallen under its control. They 
did not propose to longer play the part 
of gudgeons by swallowing a gold can- 
didate on a eilver platform and then 
have the power and patronage of the 
Government used in the interest of 
gold monopoly and bank rule. Sena< 
tor Stewart of Nevada was a member of 
the committee on platform in tbe Be 
publican National Convention at Min 
neapolis ia 1388. He drafted the plank 
on tbe silver question and the conven- 
tion accepted it, but the gold comblna 
tion secured the nomination of Harri- 
son and Morton. The silver plank in 
that platform inspired the Republican 
voters with the hope that bimetallism 
would be accomplished through tbe 
Republican party under the aciminis 
trail on of President Harrison. It will 
be remembered that a free coinage bill 
passed the Senate for the first time in 
1890, and that through the influence of 
President Harrison the House of Rep 
rdsentatives waa prevented from con 
earring with the Senate. The result 
was tbe Sherman law of 1890, which 
was passed through Congress by Re- 
publican votes exclusively. The be- 
trayal of the people by President Bar- 
risoa made it plain to all Intelligent 
men who were not mere party slaves 
that the Republican party had fallen 
into tbe hands of the gold combination 
to such an extent that it was hopeless 
for people to struggle for bimetallism 
longer in the ranks of tbat party. It 
was also plain to the man of ordinary 
intelligence that the Democratio party 
was in an equally bad fix, us it pre- 
sented to tbe country no Presidential 
pHurUdatOB for years except Cleveland, 
Bill and others of the same ilk. There- 
foie the citizens of Nevada saw no 
other course open for free, independ- 
ent, patriotic men but to withdraw 
from such parties and organize anew. 
Hence in the election ot 1892 the State 
of Nevada led oft\ organizing tbe Silver 
party, publishSug its platform to the 
world, and to the credit and honor of 
tha.t 8tat» be it said the Silver party 
acowd a signal triumph. 
Senator 


Stewart was returned to the Senate 
free from obligations to the party that 
Imd betrayed its trust in 1890. The 
example of Nevada stimulated the 
voters ot partieH m all tbe other Stalea, 
and Its influence was very great in 
shaping the future action at th« voters 
of tbe country. 


"The Silver/ party ba» demonstrated 


% greaj principle in politics, namely, 
that a party is a means to an end and 
QOt an end itself. Therefore the action 
qf the Silver party of Nevada in sop. 
porting the candidates of the Chicago 
platform proved that its principles 
were patriotic and consistent. 
The 


people of the country will read with 
much interest tbe platform recently 
adopted at Reno."

AN OCCASION WHEN THE OLD SEA 


DOG WANTED TO SWEAR. 


Not Being a Profane Man, However, 8« 


G»ve the Job Which Rooted HI* Wntit 
to roller, the Bo*'n'* Mate, and Thin 
Let Event* Take Their Conne. 
John Crittendon Watson does not be- 


long to the'list of "cussing officers,1" 
yet as a man-o'-war skipper he .never 
•had a man of his ship's company-affc;foi 
swearing. He was singularly indulgent 
of, the haid swearers forward. 


"Hard language helps a man along 


occasionally," he has been known to 
say to one of his deck officers upon over- 
hearing a stream of maledictions from 
the lips of some old flat foot working at 
a stubborn job forward, "and it ia bet- 
ter for the men to work off their wratt 
over fouled anchor chains in cuss A%>rde 
than to take it out of each other's 
hide." 


Aboard one of the ships under Wat- 


sou's command there was an old bos'n's 
mate named Fuller, who had the call 
throughout the whole navy as the cham- 
pion profane man of the government's 
hue of packets. Fuller never raised his 
voice when he swore. He would simply 
stand back and quietly regard the inan-> 
imate object of hia wrath—a bent be- 
laying pin perhaps or a slack ridge rope 
—and then ho would open np in an or 
dinary conversational tone. But the ut- 
terances he gave vent to were sulphur- 
ous. It always took Fuller a good five 
minutes to work off what he considered 
the necessary number of remarks on 
such occasions, and it always seemed, 
when he was through, that he had quite 
exhausted the whole vocabulary of pro- 
fanity. But this was a mistake. The 
very next time anything went wrong 
with a bit of Fuller's gear he would 
start in on a new line that would con> 
torn pbsolutely not a single repetition 
of any of hie previous performances. It 
was always a source of wonder to Fnl 
ler's shipmates, even the old timers, 
where he picked up the new ones, all 
of which were of startling originality 
and force. 


These shipmates related only one in- 


stance in which he found himself at a 
loss for words. He waa with a landing 
party from his ship, marching on the 
outskirts of Chemulpo, Korea. He stub 
bed his toe on a loose bowlder in the 
road and fell on his face in the dust 
He picked himself up and looked at the 
road. He opened his month to say some- 
thing, but he iMd no words. He was 
dumb with wrath. Two or three times 
he attempted to begin, but it was no 
go. He was stuck for once, so he pulled 
out a pistol and deliberately fired it into 
the air five times. He.fcad to express big 
feelings in some way. 


When Fuller waa serving aboard 


Watson's ship, he was in good shape, 
and his frequent quiet outbursts kepi 
the forward part of the ship keyed np 
with wonder as to what was coming 
next. One morning at big gun drill 
Captain Watson himself was snperin 
tending the exercise. One of the wooden 
cartridges became jammed in the breech 
of the 6 inoh rifle to which he was de 
voting most of his attention. 
He 


wouldn't permit any of the gunner's 
mates around him to attempt to loosen 
the cartridge, but essayed the job him- 
self. He tugged at the jammedtcartridge 
and broke his finger nails over it, and 
still it wouldn't come out. It was a 
pretty hot morning on deck, and the 
perspiration began, to roll off his face in 
streams, but he persisted in trying to 
loosen the stuck cartridge. He looked 
as if he would like to say a heap were 
he a swearing man, but he wasn't a 
swearing mail. 
When he had been 


working for five><minutes over the jam 
med cartridge with no success, he look 
ed pretty helpless and miserable. He 
gave one final tug, but the stuck car- 
tridge remained in the gun's breech. 
The skipper gathered himself together, 
mopped his forehead and looked at the 
gun.

"there's Fuller? SendUne Fuller, some- 
tody." 


Fuller was on hand directly. He 


wasn't a gunner's mate, and he had 
nothing to do with the guns, but Wat- 
son wanted Fuller to tackle the> jammed 
cartridge all the same. 


"Fuller," said Watson, "tryand get 


that dummy out of that gun." 


Fuller looked at the stuck cartridge, 


and Watson retreated to the starboard 
side of the quarter deck. Fuller made 
two or three olaws at the wooden car- 
tridge, but it wouldn't come out. A 
gunner'* mate could have got it out in 
a jiffy, but Fuller wasn't in that line 
of the service. He tugged away, but it 
was no go. Watson stood regarding the 
horizon on the starboard side of the 
quarter deck.

EDITOB JOCBNALI—The bankers have 


seen holding meetings in a number of 
cities throughout the United States 
and they seem to be agreed that the 
gold standard should prevail and that 
the Government should go out of the 
banking business and fellow the banks 
to Issue the entire volume of paper 
money. 


Mr. Editor, let as see if the banks 


are not advocating a measure that will 
result in their downfall and the ruin of 
their depositors. The total supply of 
gold money In the United States is 
estimated at about $750,000,000, about 
equally divided between the banks, tbe 
U. 8. Treasury and tbe people. The 
banks already owe depositors nearly, 
five billion dollars, about twenty times 
the amount of gold which they possess 
audit they issue the paper money of 
the country it makes an additional 
demand liability against their stock of 
gold and would intensify any monetary 
panic which might occur. 


A vsry heavy strain on our stock of 


gold, in addition to which the banks 
desire to place upon It, is the stocks, 
and bonds which aliens hold against 
property in tbe United States. Any 
little impairment of confidence abroad 
always results in the sale of American 
securities by tbe foreigners and, of 
course, the banks would have to furn- 
ish the gold for export. Heavy with- 
drawals of gold for export wobld 
weaken cpnfldenoe ainong depositors 
at home and the depositors and bill 
holders would also make a raid on the 
gold reserve of tbe banks, the supply 
would soon be exhausted, the demand 
would be twenty times greater than the 
supply and tbe banks would be obliged 
to suspend gold payments before they 
bad redeemed five per cent of their ob 
llgatiouB.

We might mention numerous other 


items, like the 86,(iOO,000,000 of reel 
estate mortgages, the »5,500,OQp,000 of 
railroad bonds, the $3,000,000,000 of 
ohattle mortgages and trust deeds, and 
the nntold amount of unsecured 
promises to pay that would increase 
the strain on tbe gold standard, but 
we think we have shown enough to 
prove beyond a doubt that when the 
banks advocate the gold standard, and 
a bank paper currency redeemable in 
gold, they are advocating measures 
that will work their downfall and will 
carry wide spread ruin to creditors as 
wsll as debtors.
